t» tjio Volcanic Tlicnry the True KxplnnA- 
tloa of the ; Wonderral "AppeBraaoS vir 



Tho Comptus Jit ;;c/?M ■' recently*'' cdn- 
tnincd two papt-i-s read Iji.-forb" the 
Freuoh Acudomy of ScitMuoH. \vluch 
seeiu to liavo an important be;iriiif; on 
tlie (incstiMii of tliij red suusuts that 
hnvu been witnessed h(3to aad have ex- 
hibited an increiiso in brilliancy since a 
iiioQth ago. 

M, Forrfl oliscrved tho sim several 
tita(i3 during Iitst July and August; 
from altitudes of 'l.OOO co 7,000 feet 
uboYO tho sea level diiriiifj;' liis journey 
fiinoufi; tho Alps. At tho y;re[ilesl hei;;ht.s 
he repeatedly saw a ivell luiirked coro- 
na around the .sun, and observed that 
tho ruddy color beeamo less pcrcopti- 
blo as ho descended into tho valleys, 
while its distinctiie.s.s w;us inerea.sod as 
lie a^ain ascended the mountains. Ho 
noted, too, that this corona did not de- 
pend on the inotorological conditions of 
tho lower air strata, wiiich varied 
through a wide range during his stay 
iu Switzerland, the air-currents coming 
successively from every ])oint of tho 
compass. Yot tho phenomena wa.s al- 
ways observable when the sky was 
"sorain." Ho concludes that there ex- 
ists a cloud of dust suspended in the 
upper region.s of tiic atniosphoro (all) 
over Central Europe. Ho does uotpro- 
sumu to judge iho ehiir;ictor of this 
dust cloud. 

jM. L. ThoUon says that from the 
close of last autumn to the begijiniug 
of July ho was observinff J;he sun from 
his station near Nice (Slount Gro.s), and 
did not once see the .sun without an 
aiiroole; the coloring being always lino 
in proportion to the cl^'tnioss of tin,' a'- 
luospliere. He thinks there is no room 
to dtinbt that, at !e;u-;t in the neighbor- 
hood of JJice, there id a notable change 
in tho atmosphere, which appears to 
bo permanent. 

There can bo no ron^nnabh) doubt 
that this^coronal eNhiltition to observ- 
ers in the mountain regiun of Riu'opi>, 
and the rt^il sunsets .^-I'li at these lesser 
altitudes iu the I'nili'd .States, are both 
duo to the existence of highlj' commin- 
uted matter in the hkgbfr strata of our 
atmosphere, and thaProbh impalpable 
dust was not tliorc previous to last 
year. It has been stated in the scien- 
tilic perio<liealH that this matter was 
probabl}- thrown uj) by ttu? earthquako 
Ul J;iva ill l.S.S;!; ljut ijie persistence of 
tlip plienotnena for .-so long a time after 
tliat event may well raise a doubt in 
the mind of the ordiiiaryreader. He will 
find it dinicull to coiH:oiv(^ that an erup- 
tive force at the eaiLii'a .surface could 
bo powerful enough to eject a volumo 
of (lust to a distance of more tiian a 
few nulep; above the sea-h^vel, or that 
it would not have settled back to tho 
ground long ere this. The dilliculty is 
somewluit lessened if wo remember 
that Java lies in the track of the sys- 
tem of trade winds, which form an na- 
conding- current at their area of moot- 
ing in tlio iHiighborhooil of the orpiator. 
Tho dust wovdd be carried up by this 
iigenev to a much greater height than 
it eould be carried by anj" mere ex- 
pulsivo force, and would then llow 
out lattoi'ly toward tho poles. But, 
remembering also how quickly dust 
settles within a few hundred yards of 
the earth's surface, and that higher up 
the greater rarity of the air gives it 
still less of sustain ing power, oiu' ui:iy 
well wonder that the ellect should he 
still visible, with so little loss of tlis- 
tinctiicss from that of last autumn. It 
is almost enough to make one doubt 
tha't tho volounic explanation is not the 
true one after all. ivspecially if w(? con- 
Hider that the oN crllow of the trade air, 
us explained by the meteorologists, 
shotild iiave distributed the dust most 
copiously in the southern liemispliero, 
and also timt we have no proof that tho 
uprush referred to extends to so great 
jin altitude a.s the dust even now' ap- 
pears to occupy. One may even feel 
tempted to siisjject that the pheiiomeua 
in question are perhaps <lue to tho pas- 
.sage of the earth through a cloud of 
cosmic tlust, a portion of which re- 
mained in our upper utmosphere at a 
height far greater than that reached hy 
* our trade wind system. Of course it 
would be heresy to urge this view of 
tho ca.sc in o])i)osil ion to the high .sci- 
entific authority wliich has vouchsafed 
the volcanic theory as an exjdauati(jn 
of tho wonderful sppearance of tho sky 
aboat the time of sunset. We there- 
fore present it to our readers as a mat- 
ter for thought only — not ay something 
to bo belie vod. 



TUllK'S ISLAND SAL.T, 
T\ Tho Process of Its MBnufaotore. 



'Running through tho island tho long- 
est way is a sag or valley, in which are 
loi^ated the salines and salt ponds. The 
northwest side is skirled with a l)eaeh, 
but not so hi^h as that on the iKjrth- 
ea.st side. The land on wliieh arn lo- 
cated the pouils is on a levid with the 
'sea. A canal, neatly walled witli stone, 
conducts tho water from the sea to a 
re.sQr%'oir. which foods tho "pans" when 
needed, or when the ehuiu^nts havt; 
eonvorted f)ie sea watm- into briuo 
strong (Uiougli to be irsed in th(^ pans. 

There ari! two kinds of saline re- 
Bouri;(!S for the eon ver.-,ion of salt water 
into salt. One kind may bocallod "sa- 
'ino" proper, and tho other a "salt 
pond." Tho latter has a never-failing 
supply of water, ))eing fed liy spring.s 
of salt water. A saline proi>er is a tint, 
and it may contain a fi^w aei'es or a 
groat many, and is supplied with water 
from th-2 o.'iean by the canal already 
named, Mdiich can he o])ened or closed 
at will. The first water lot in from 
tho o(;can goes into a large reservoir, 
which holds alujut half as much as the 
entire area of lliesalina. Tho water 
remains in this receptacle some weeks, 
evaporation coiii iiiually going on by 
the action of the Mind and tlio sun. 
When it reaches (iQ deg. or more, as 
measured by a salonieter — salt water 
being 10 or 12 deg.— it is fit to be turn- 
ed into the division called pans, wliich 
is doiu! either by hand water-wheels or 
windmills. 

At 60 deg. all foreign matter hold i n 
solntion i.s precipitated. The "pans"' 
vary in size, but generally are from 
one-eighth to threo-fourlhs of an acre 
in area; are laid out so as to allow 
walereoursivs bctwe(ni each for the jnir- 
pose of (ibl idning a .-.upplv of "brine" 
from the main reserM)ir. The divis- 
ions arc se])arated by walls made ^vitb 
stone and mud. Tlu-s(! are about two 
feet high, with a width from three to 
louTfeet Thoae "pans" ara generally 
''raked down" and tho debris thrown 
out once a year. This is called "clean- 
in "rpan.s," 

The brine seldom crystallizes into 
pure salt unless there has been a month's 
absence of rain. It; becomes a saturat- 
ed solution at 96 deg. , and commcneos 
to crystallize at 110 dog., as measured 
by tho saloraotor. To be gathered, tho 
salt lias to bo broken up by hand by an 
jmstrumont called a ".break-up." .it- is 



tben ra!\ei;l into rows "lo be ciirtcd mco 
piles or heaps, s«m(! of which contain 
!is manv as lU.OOO l;u,hi'ls. The p.Uis 
yield from ,5, OOU to .^.Oi'O 'oMsheis per 
acre during tho season. The caiud 
Jias to be opened sometimes at low wa- 
ter to ]>rovont an overllow of the pans 
from tho reservoir after a rain. 

A salt pond is distinguished from a 
salina by having :i basin or a s])riug of 
salt water in th.e center, and has its 
pans on a little higher ground. The 
basin is also a reservoir whose water i.'; 
evaiiorated and becomes brine sooner 
.or later, aceor'^iiig to the state of tho 
weather. Tiio ui'ethod.s of inauuiau- 
ture are about the same in tlo; two 
classes. Caro umst be taken to hiivo 
the water as pure as possible. — United 
Sillies Goimil Sawyer's R&pori.
